College Sends Telegram To President 

The students and faculty of Mary Washington College 
sent President Roosevelt a telegram Monday expressing 
full faith in his leadership and offering their services 
in any way that would be of help to the country. 

Prior to sending the telegram, the group gathered in 
George Washington auditorium to. hear by radio the Presi- 
dent ask Congress to declare a state of war with Japan. 
The students and faculty also heard remarks by Dr. Mor- 
gan L. Combs, president of the college. 

The telegram sent to President Roosevelt read as fol- 
lows: 

"The faculty and student body of Mary Washington 
College are deeply conscious of the great responsibility 
recent events have placed upon you. Along with millions 
of othr loyal Americans, we desire to express our full 
accord with you and our complete faith in your leader- 
ship. We wish also to offer you any service which this 
institution or any individual therein can render to you 
or to our country in this time of crisis, and we ask God's 
blessing upon you." 

The telegram was signed by Dr. Combs.

Band Serenades 
Student Body Over 
Entire Campus 



The colorful blue and white 
band of 50 pieces at Mary Wash- 
ington College took their places 
on the stage after serenading for 
half an hour on the campus. 

Dr. Combs said that this was a 
joint metting of faculty and stu- 
dents — a get-together before the 
holiday season. "We should be 
glad that we live in America 
which is the greatest and rich- 
est land on earth," said Dr. 
Combs. 

"The most important thing is 
morale. Many nations in this pres- 
ent war have been defeated be- 
cause of hysteria and lack of emo- 
tional control. We remember the 
roads in France were so blocked 
that the armies could not move." 
He urged one and all to use their 
head in this emergency and then 
Dr. Combs referred to the position 
that Greece occuped with so few 
modern firearms and said that she 
was able to resist so long against 
such a powerful enemy because of 
the attitude and morale of the peo- 
ple. 

In World War No. 1 President 
Wilson said, "Keep the road to 
the schoolhouse open." President 
Roosevelt has sent out a message 
to all colleges in the United States 
urging the students to stay in col- 
lege during this emergency. He 
stressed the necessity for college 
students to take advantage of this 
opportunity to better prepare 
themselves for the greater task 
of peace-making. At the same 
time, time, he said that he had of- 
fered the services of this institu- 
tion, the staff and the student 
body, to do any work or any task 
that they were invited to do, and 
added that if there were students 
available here who could do a cer- 
tain job better than anyone else 
could do it, then, of course, that 
was their mission. 

"Don't be discontented," he said, 
"because you cannot take up a 
rifle. Your place is just as import- 
ant." 

Dr. Combs said he wants to hear 
fun and laughter on the campus. 
'1 don't want to see long and 
gloomy faces." He . said that he 
"ked the plan suggested this week 
by a group reducing the formality 
and expense of our social pro- 
gram.

and Belgium. To show the con- 
trast in the way he lived in 
Paris : he described his night 
spent in a hotel with an eigh- 
teen dollar a night rate and a 
week spent in another hotel at 
ninety cents a week. 

In conclusion Mr. Houston 
emphasized the fact that France 
is not a permamently defeated 
nation, and that French is not, 
by any means, a dead langu- 
age. He expressed his hope that 
the members of Le Cercle 
Francais will keep alive the 
love- for France and its ideals.

Alice Mable Speaks 
Before College Women 

"Physical fitness is a pro- 
gram to be done in a hurry," 
said Alice Marble, Assistant 
Director of Civilian Defense in 
Charge of National Physical 
Training for Women, and For- 
mer World Tennis Champion, 
at the dinner for college wo- 
men in Washington, Monday 
night in speaking on Physical 
Fitness For Defense. 

Miss Marble, presented by 
the Women's Athletic Associa- 
tion of the George Washington 
University, spoke before a 
large group of college women 
representing Wilson Teacher's 
College, Mount Vernon Semi- 
nary, University of Maryland, 
Hood lCollege, Trinty College, 
Dunbarton College, Gunston 
Hall, and our own Mary Wash- 
ington. She was introduced by 
Colonel William H. Draper, 
Assistant Chief of Morale. 
Army Department, as the "lead- 
ing woman sports figure in her 
field, a patriot, who has been 
the leading woman tennis 
player of the world and is now 
director of physical fitness." 

Four Health Points Given 

Miss Marble, blond haired, 
tall and slender, and attractive- 
ly dressed in a powder blue 
two piece uniform of the U. 
S. Director of Health, was un- 
assuming yet wholeheartedly 
interested in her work. An in- 
formal speaker, she gave four 
points for health; (1) Exercise 
through walking in comfortable 
shoes or participation in any 
sport; (2) Proper Food, due 
to malnutrition 40% to 50% of 
the draftees failed to pass their 
physical — "the wealthiest coun- 
try but not the healthiest;" (3) 
Sleep, at least eight hours a 
night; and (4) Posture, "a great 
factor in health that causes 
many ailments particularly in 
women." On a recent survey 
among men, Miss Marble, 
found that nothing annoyed 
men more than a woman who 
hadn't the pride to stand 
straight. 

In closing her talk, Miss 
Marble, stated that it took 
seventeen people at home to 
make up for one at the front 
and therefore everyone should 
be physically fit to serve wher- 
ever they be needed. To quote 
her, "Keep physically fit for 
your government first and your- 
self always."
